good ones have been appreciated 
the sale ring like time recent 
memory. know that get more calls 
for the good pedigreed ones, but 
wanted see how they stacked 
when the gavel had fallen. Here 
what found: 

205 registered Guernseys sold 
public sales reported the AGA this 
spring, beginning with the Wiscon- 
sin Video Calf Sale and concluding Seth Johnson 
with the recent Ozark Jubilee Sale Branson, Missouri. These ani- 
mals had overall average $1,855. This really phenomenal 
level achievement and demonstrates that Guernseys really are be- 
ing appreciated dairymen around the country. are able capi- 
talize the high prices being seen throughout the dairy industry, 
being left behind replacement prices rise. think would 
all like purchase animals from Very Good dams that are above 
average producers their herds. That would certainly give the 
most confidence that would successful with what bought. 
animals sold with these qualifications this spring and commanded 
premium over $500 each average $2,375. sold that had 
least Very Good dams with production records that showed them 
average below producers. They still commanded $225 pre- 
mium and averaged $2,078. Then things got little sticky. Animals

tificate, herd’s lactation average, ten 
more animals, must exceed the national av- 


erage for milk, fat protein 15%. Eighty 
percent the cows the herd must have 
been appraised for type, with their average 
final score exceeding the current breed aver- 
age (79.7). The recipient, AGA member 
good standing, must have bred least 
70% the cows under consideration. The 
minimum production levels for 2001 are 
17,487M 783F 583P.

Solid Cow Families 
Chad attributes his suc- 
cess some solid cow fami- 
lies has built his herd 
around and his family’s 
foundation herd. After college had the 
opportunity purchase the family herd from 
his father. never spent the big bucks 
cows, and only owned four five cows 
once while growing up,” Chad said. Chad 
could see that the herd had tradition 
over years breeding.

Cecila was the Top 300 CPI list, and 
remains there today. Cecila has produced 
two milking daughters, two daughters are 
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currently bred, and there are embryos the 
tank. Four embryos out Cecila have been 
sold South Africa. Ludlow Acres Trump 
Charm, Cecila’s Trumpet daughter, calved 
and did very well-she has reached number 
the CPI list. Charm scored points 
and completed record 22,878M, 
and 750P.

Karley was Winke’s first flush. was 
officially off good start toward his goal. 
currently has two daughters milking from 
that original flush.

National Sale. Chad’s first run merchan- 
dising cattle went very well, and was sat- 
isfied with the results.
